As he fell there came what 
seemed an echo of his shot from the 
direction of the window toward which 
he had looked, and in a few minutes a 
messenger came running up, eaying a 
woman bad shot herself at 140 Canal 
street. 

An investigation revealed the fact 
that Emelie Rossi, an actress, aged 19, 
lay a corpse in bed in her room, with 
a builet in her heart. She was attired 
in a pightrobe, with a bunch of helio- 
trope pinned to her bosom, It war 
evident she bared her bosom for the 
fatal shot, for her garment was un- 
scorched. Nothing to show the cause 
of death was evident, except a little 
red spot over the heart, with a hole in 
the middle, for nct @ drop of blood 
flowed from the wound, and death war 
evidently as instantaneous as in the 
case of Koch.

Other uousnal expenditures, duly 
authorized by law, were the aid to 
the Agricul:ural Societies, State 
avd county, amounting to $17,646; 
the new dormitory building at the 


State Uuiversity, costing about 


$17,000; the refunding of drum- 
mers” Heeuses of $5,689 11; and 
finally the deficiency claims of the 
years 1887-8, amounting to the sum 
of $19.314 88. 

The sum total of the above items 
is in round numbers about $157,000, 
which expenditures were the result 
of the legislative year, and should 


not be iucluaed in a comparison of 


the disbursements of 1886, which 
was a year of no legislation. 

A comparison of State expendi- 
tures of the year 1886, under the 
Adams administration, which was 
$254,726 03, in a non-legisiative 
year, can be made more tairly with 
the expenditures of 1888, under the 
Stevenson administration, which 
was $265,801 17, and mach to the 
advantage of the latter, for it in- 
cluded the salaries of the District 
Judges of $19,148 783, an item not 
occurring in the administration of 
Adams. 

And, in conclusion, the compari- 
son of expenditures could not re- 
sult iu amy case to the credit of 
Governor Adams, for they were 
up to the full limit of the appro- 
priations made in 1885 by a Re- 
publican Leyislature; and, of the 
enactments of that session, only 
one was vetoed by Governor 
Adams, and that was to pay 
Charlies W. Friend the eum of 
$12 50 monthly for the daily 
weather report from his (Friend’s) 
private observatory.

t essing and tumbling over a fall 
of about 60 feet, while an indifferent 
flour mill and a more indifferent sash 
and door factory use only a moiety of 
this immense water power, which 
wastes its precious force in the sluggish : 
waters of the Pitt river. 

For the last six or seven years there 
has been an output of 2,000,000 pounds 
of wool per annum from this place, but 
the *‘science of railroading,” as Steve 
Gage would say, is such that no woulen 
wills and no scouring mills are per- 
mitted to exist on Fall river. The day 
will come when this will be a big in- 
land city, for the country is here to 
back it. :
